Two other programs are being added 
to the AFS club to give it a ‘‘new look”’ 
for the fall. They are the Domestic Pro- 
gram which is open to all students to 
study or work in another state for nine 
weeks and the Short Term Exchange 
which involves students in another 
school in the state for one or two 
weeks. Both of these programs have 
been proposed and are awaiting 
school board acceptance.
